The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose or render obvious a method of fabricating a catheter body by 
forming a first and second binding medium adjacent the transducer at specific positions 
relative to the transducer and sheath. Therefore, the art of record fails to teach a 
catheter body with an ultrasound transducer having external side between a first end a 
second end, a first binding medium adjacent to the first end of the ultrasound transducer 
and a second binding medium adjacent to the side of the ultrasound transducer 
between the sheath and the transducer.
